The BA disease is not as unhealthy as some other diseases. But it can be 
serious. 

There are tried-and-true methods to control the spread of the disease. The 
best one I have seen is to have goals for your collection, stick to them and 
don't exceed them. Limit yourself by time period, brand of gear, the space 
you have available, the number of radios you can keep up with, or SOMETHING. 
Don't just accumulate without limits. That's not a hobby. That's the 
disease. 


On the other hand if everyone followed this advice, there would be a lot 
more gear going to the dumpsters. This is true because there is WAY more 
gear than there are people interested in collecting it. And if everyone 
follows a rational discipline, a lot of gear will go begging. So my theory 
is that the accumulators are beneficial to the hobby. They may not be 
helping themselves to a balanced life. But they are helping the hobby. 


I have made it a policy for the last 2 years that nothing new comes in 
unless something goes out. This makes every buying decision harder because 
you are always saying to yourself: If I buy this, what goes? If you have a 
collection already and can follow this discipline, then I know for a fact 
that this limitation prevents the spread of the disease.

Jose raises several good points here. First, collection is clearly 
something of an addiction. On the one hand, some people want to amass more 
to have bragging rights and the pride of ownership. On the other, people 
are driven by the need to save "treasures" for posterity (e.g., the museum 
concept). These two motivations are not mutually exclusive, they are often 
shared. Neither is whilly defensible, but who am I to judge? 


After some years in the collection business (across several genres, 
including radios, cars, guns, 78 rpm records and acoustic phonographs, 
among other things) I am slowly getting some insight. (Here is where it 
gets mushy, folks, so tune out now if you don't want philosophy.) (1) 
Wanting is different from having. I find that about 75% of what I now have 


(because I WANTED it) I pay little attention to, it merely fills space ona 
shelf. If I have a restored receiver that I have not thought about in over 
a year, it goes on the Hit List. (2) We all will have space limitations 
sooner or later. Focus becomes key here. As Don Merz so capably put it, 
you can't have everything, so decide what you are really in the business 
for. I would propose Kirchoff's Boatanchor Law, where the sum of 
boatanchors into a node is zero (balance inflow with outflow). (3) 

Museums are a nice fantasy, but the reality is that unless a collection of 
boatanchors is associated with a substantial draw (such as a ship or 
definitive armaments collection) it cannot survive financially. The rare 
exception is also governmentally-supported museums, which are few and far 
between in this country, but some exist abroad (e.g., the Stockholm 
Telecommunications Museum, which is STUNNING). I rest easy knowing that 
our heritage is protected SOMEWHERE. There may be opportunities to set up 
a real "old-timey Ham radio display" in a local historical museum. Better 
the equipment sits there than in your basement, if you aren't using it. 

(4) Soul-searching helps the winnowing process. I have finally decided 
that it is in fact the chase rather than the possession that amuses me. 
This includes both finding fine old sets and the technological challenge of 
restoring them to pristine function. While some folks have made a business 
of that, I don't delude myself into thinking that makes any sense, the 
market is way too thin (and most of the ba folks, I suspect, get their fix 
from fixing as well). Once I have cleaned up a set, I usually lose 
interest pretty quickly, so I have learned to let them go. (Though I have 
two slots in my listening post, one for a "rotating" set and one for the 
R-390, which will never leave....) 


I have thus arrived at a personal policy of fixed quantity and hunting for 
sets of high interest and exquisite technology that have high potential for 
performance once properly repaired. There is a huge amount of stuff out 
there (see e-Bay), and I can't be responsible for saving it all. Someone, 
somewhere, will treasure and protect a Halli S-53, but it doesn't have to 
be me. I have 36 slots in my display, which are all filled, meaning I will 
have to dispose of something to make room for the RA17L that is coming in 
soon (yum!). And the entire purpose is to entertain myself. It's cheaper 
than a shrink.

Having followed this thread for a bit - my 2cents worth. If you are 
consistently getting low readings for nuvistors, I'd be more suspicious of 
the tube tester than of the nuvisters. As has been said many times in many 
ways on this and other lists - the only sure test for a tube is to try it 
in the circuit. A tester - at the best of times - is only a guide. 


I have quite a few pieces of equipment with nuvisters in them. Have never 
had to replace one. They were designed to compete (in some sense) with 
early semiconductors, and reliability was paramount. From my experience 
with them, the designers largely succeeded. But it was a classic example of 
too little, too late!! The height in a particular technology being reached 
after a new technology had essentially taken over.

I thought was the only one who saved 'bad' tubes ;-). In fact what I do is 
this: I check them in my Triplett 3444 tester (it has a large direct 
reading transconductance scale, nicer than the TV-7C/U scale) then I save 
the result in my tube stock spreadsheet (an Excel file; for each tube it 
has reference, equivalents, manufacturer, condition, hi-low 
transconductance, measured transconductance, price new, storage box, 
provider), mark it with red permanent pen as 'M' (malo=bad), 'R' 
(regular=in the limit) or 'OK' (good!) and then store it in a box, which I 
have also codified. In case of 'M' or 'R' tubes, they go to an special 
large box containing only dudes. Only tubes I have thrown are the ones with 
open filament... and not all of them (some are saved for display purposes) 


Perhaps someday we will find the way to add a boost to low transconductance 
tubes... why can't I dream ;-) ?

Dear BA list members, 


Thanks to all of you for your messages about this topic. I thing I am 
almost on the right track: buy new rigs BUT sell first others. Now I have 
an small excess, perhaps 3 or 4 sets. Currently my collection is about 30 
rigs (counting receivers, transmitters and transceivers) and associated 
items (as speakers, external VFOs, power supplies, microphones, tubes,
